SECRET BRITISH WEAPON

INTERNATIONAL BRIDGES 
A NOTHER result of closer relations with 
Canada is new life in tile internation­ 
al bridge project at the Straits of Macki­ 
nac, from the Lower to Hie Upper Michi­ 
gan Peninsula. 
This crossing, between 
Lake Michigan and Lake Huron, is on a 
direct route to the Sault Ste. Marie, where 
Lake Superior joins Lake 
Huron and 
where there is already a bridge leading to 
the Canadian side. 
The Mackinac bridge 
will provide the only convenient land- 
crossing within many hundred miles, from 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio to western Ontario. 
The lower house of Congress has now 
adopted a conference report granting con­ 
sent to Michigan to build the bridge, and 
prompt action is expected in the Senate. 
It will make a useful addition to the 
bridges already built across the Great 
Lakes system 
at 
Port Huron, 
Detroit, 
Buffalo, Niagara Falls and along the St. 
Lawrence over a stretch of about 1,500 
miles. 
All this is of special interest and value 
in view of the closer relations sure to exist 
between the United Suites and Canada 
from now' on.

Merry-Go-Round

by recent diplomatic intrigue over 
French Indo-China. 
For several weeks a military mission 
from 
French 
Indo-China 
has been 
in 
Washington trying to buy airplanes and 
war materials from the United States to 
aid in staving off Japan. 
Headed by 
Colonel Jaeemy, a tough officer in the 
French colonial army, the mission brought 
certified 
checks 
for 
$12,000,000 
with 
which lo buy supplies. 
Colonel Jacemy reported that French 
Indo-China had 100,000 men under arms, 
wanted to be absolutely independent of 
Vichy, was ready to resist Japan, and 
wanted to set itself up as a separate 
Asiatic state. 
Since Secretary Hull already has warn­ 
ed Japan against seizing Indo-China, and 
since its seizure would give Japan a vital 
stepping-stone to the Dutch East Indios 
and Singapore, Washington presumably 
should have given Colonel Jacemy a warm j 
reception. 
However, he made the mistake of re­ 
porting first to his own Embassy. 
And re­ 
tiring Ambassador St. 
Quentin timidly 
cabled his Government in Vichy asking for 
instructions. 
Whereupon Vichy dropped 
word 16 the Nazis as to what was going 
on. 
And the Nazis frowned. 
(Germany, 
of course, is working hand-in-glove with 
Japan, wants no opposition to the conquest 
of French Indo-China.) 
From that point on, Colonel Jacemy 
got little cooperation from the French 
Embassy. 
And without that cooperation 
lie was unable at first, to see anyone very 
important at tho State Department. 
So 
for three weeks he sat in Washington with 
SI2,000,000 to spend, with Japan sending 
ultimatums to Indo-China, with Secretary 
Hull warning Japan, and with the Navy 
intensely worried over the Pacific. 
Finally dynamic Sumner Welles, under j 
Secretary of State, heard of the situation! 
and got busy. 
He gave assurances that 
after French Indo-China had decided on 
a definite policy of either resistance or 
surrender to Japan, the United States 
would act. 
Naturally no arms could be 
sold Indo China if there was danger of 
surrender, with the arms falling into Ger­ 
man or Japanese hands. 
But, if Indo-China does decide to set 
up a separate state, Colonel Jacemy was 
assured that his government could buy 
arms in this country.

R em edying V itam in Deficiency

ical action on tissues, like drugs 
rather than 
foods. 
Discovered 
only within the last three decades, 
they have fascinated experimental 
scientists. 
All animals require vitamins 
and many of the lower animals 
arc very susceptible to the devel­ 
opment of these deficiency dis­ 
eases. The experimental scientist 
can arrange a diet in which a 
single element is excluded and 
produce quite startling results— 
in rats and pigeons.^ But he finds 
some difficulty in producing these 
conditions in man. One reason is 
that it is almost impossible to 
arrange a palatable diet for man 
in which vitamin elements are 
left out. Nature has seen to it 
for our own protection that in an 
edible diet she puts in the vita­ 
mins. 
I showed in a recent article 
that the average American family 
spending $4.00 per week, per head, 
woqld all receive adequate vita­ 
mins. The fear of not receiving 
enough vitamins 
has been so 
drubbed into our heads that it is 
a comfort to emphasize that. 


“Bachelor Scurvy” 
“How then does a person get a 
vitamin deficiency?” This is a nat­ 
ural question. One part of the 
answer is that he doesn’t very 
often. But in the ordinary course 
of life, conditions occasionally 
arise that will produce the vita­ 
min deficiencies. 
One of these has been aptly 
called “bachelor scurvy.” Shat­ 
tuck and Minot, of Boston, have 
very diligently called attention to 
this. The usual patient is a man 
over fifty years of age who lives 
alone and whose subsistence de­ 
pends upon his own culinary in­ 
clinations. I saw one case in Cali­ 


fornia. the land of oranges. Some 
patients who adhere too religious­ 
ly to an ulcer diet may develop it. 
Minot cites a patient who had a 
tendency to diarrhoea and sub­ 
sisted on a milk and cracker diet 
for over a year. He developed 
“bachelor scurvy.” 
Another cause of 
deficiency 
disease is religious fervor. Those 
who get a message indicating that 
a large number of foods should be 
prohibited are victims. Diet fad­ 
dists are also candidates for vita­ 
min deficiency. 


Alcoholics Get It 
Still another group are the al­ 
coholics. The usual form is Vita­ 
min B deficiency causing neuritis. 
It used to be called alcoholic neu­ 
ritis—a form of paralysis of the 
legs. The alcoholic notoriously 
skimps his food supply: he gets 
enough caloric energy from his 
liquor, and if he does eat, chooses 
over-refined or processed foods 
which arc deficient in vitamin 
food factors. Jolliflfe, Colbert and 
Joffc, using Cowgill’s estimate of 
the Vitamin B requirement of 
man studied 42 alcoholic addicts. 
Twenty-six of them had polyneu­ 
ritis, and in all 26 the Vitamin B 
intake was inadequate. 
In the 
others who had no polyneuritis, 
the Vitamin B intake was ade­ 
quate. 
Straus proved that alcoholic 
neuritis was a Vitamin B defi­ 
ciency. He permitted IO patients 
with alcoholic polyaeuritis to con­ 
tinue their customary intake of 
liquor (I pint to I quart daily) 
and fed them well-balanced meals, 
supplemented with yeast and Vi­ 
tamin B concentrated. The rapid­ 
ity of their recovery from the 
neuritis was as great as in the 
control group from whom alco­ 
holic drinks were withdrawn.

A t the Hillsborough 
home of 
L ittle M arc, the gian t lum berm an 
hero of the sensational clim ax of 
the kidnap case—220-pound Cecil 
W etsel, El D orado C ounty saw ­ 
mill ow ner—for the first tim e per­ 
sonally m et the stolen child’s p ar­ 
ents, and told them first-hand, but 
w ith self-effacing m odesty, the de­ 
tailed story of how he intercepted 
the fleeing M uhlenbroich, knock­ 
ed him down despite the kidnap­ 
e r’s guns, and rescued little M arc. 
W ith W etsel was young, slim E l­ 
lis Wood, one of the saw m ill truck 
drivers, who w as w ith his boss 
when it all happened. 
Through the first p a rt of the 
W etsel-W ood visit to the De T ris­ 
tan home, M arc slept peacefully 
in his c rib —recovering from the 
last trace of effects of the ordeal 
he had undergone. M eantim e, the 
fam ily and the rescuers talked. 
W hether or not the fam ily a t th a t 
tim e m ade any offer of the re ­ 
w ard they w ant to pay the lum ­ 
berm en, was not revealed. 
In his statem ent absolving Muh­ 
lenbroich of the M attson crime, 
FB I A ssistant D irector E arl J.
